Deapise not the day of small thingH 
— said somebody; and it is a saying not 
sufficiently kept in view. Tho total 
exports of British Columbia for the 
year ending 30th June 1873 were $1,- 
792,3i7.iOf the various items making 
up tliab>^not-Tery huge total.tho leading 
ones are: Produce of the Mines 
224, 862, of which a litUe oyer $180,- 
000 is coali Aiiifaialai and' tfieliif produce, 
chiefly furs, $259,292; Produce, of the 
Forest, cWeflj[ ^e'awed' luriaber, 
026; Produce of iho T^shenos, chiefly 
canned salmon, $43,361. The remain- 
ing items are too insignificant for en- 
umeration. The exports Ipr the year- 
ending 30th June 1874 amounted to 
$2061,743. being an increase of $269,- 
$96 over the previous year. The prin- 
cipal items going to make up this total 
are. Produce of the Mines, $1,351,145, 
of which $278,213 was coal; Animals 
and their produce, $330,625; Produce 
of the Forest $260,116; Produce of the 
Fiiherioa $114,118, The yield of our 
gold mines seemu to have undergone 
no perceptible increase; but it ^Yill be 
observed with satisfaction that the ex- 
port of coal has risen from $181,000 to 
$278,213,or nearly fifty percent. There 
has also been a very considerable iti- 
creaseiUr-tlie product of animals, nearly 
20<ipei* cent. There has been about 
20!iJ!er cent iiioi'easd . in tho export of 
lumber. But it is' in the produce of 
the fisheries thatr^he^.; greatest stride 
has been majle; the exports under that 
head having nearly trebled during- the 
yei^r., ,^ Although" the total amount of,, 
our exports will doubtless look very' 
insignificant to (jpuntries counting 
theirs by tens of millions, yet it must 
bo admitted that, viewed in relation 
" to the population and youth of the 
oountrv, tho amount is not so small. 
Indeed it is questionable whether there 
is another country that can show as 
largo exports in proportion to popuhi. 
tiou and age, or as rapid increase as is 
exhibited under several heads. Wliat 
other country can show exports equal 
to two hundred dolhirs a head of its 
entire civilized pi)])ulation ? British 
Columbia shows more. "Wiiat young 
country can show exports equal to its 
import's ? Columbia's exports last year 
came within a fraction oHier imxiorts, 
and there is every probability that her 
exports rill exceed her imports during 
the present year. Wo will give our 
reasons for anticipating a still more 
satisfactory exhibit for the year ending 
30th June" 1H75. Cassiar's yield will 
come in tiie vei koning, and tbat alone 
will more than double the item under 
the head of Mines. Tho coal output 
is much greater. The maunfaeture 
and cons(Miu(:nt export of linuber 
has materially increased. The ex- 
port under tho head of product of 
J'^isherics will i)robably Imve more than 
doubled. In view of all bie matters 
and inHiiences bearing upon the sub- 
ject, we venture to predict that the cx- 
]3orts for the curreut year will not bo 
found to fall very far Ijelow four luil- 
lions. It is Ijuc right to remark in 
respect to gold, that the figures given 
under the head of exports cannot be 
regarded as anything more than a 
rough approximation of what really 
goes out of the coiuitry. The various 
channels and diverse modes i)y wliicli 
gold finds its way out would bailie the 
kecnost statistician. Looking at the 
whoi(! subject, it must be admitted 
that there is nothing calculated to de- 
pi'CSR, but very much to encourage. 
Of course, tho matt(!r is o]K>n to the 
observation that gold constitutes the 
major poi-tion of our ox])orts, and that 
the export of gold may be considered 
to exert an impoverishing, rather than 
an enriching, iuilnenco upon the coun- 
try. Wo fire not insensible to the 
force of this remark; but, at tho aame 
time, if v/e are able to dig enou^^h of 
gold out ol tho fivoimd io vay for "v'p j, 
is imported, and \hc 
exporters meanvihiie g.ov,'i:ig -Mi .v.v,;- 
idly as the foregoing figures indicate, 
we do not think that the abovcmcn- 
tionod consideration should detract 
very much from the ground the gen- 
eral exhibit aflbrds for self-gratu- 
lation. It should not be forgotten 
that the countrj' is very young and 
nearly all its industries only in the 
budV The object of all should bo to 
promote by every legitimate means a 
healthy expansion of industries al- 
ready in existence and an early com- 
monconicnt of others. With wise 
legislation, proper enterprise and in- 
dustry, and with the varied and en- 
ormous resources at her disposal, 
there is no reason in tho world wliy 
Columbia should not very soon bound 
forward on the fiood-tide of pros- 
perity. But that oan only be attained 
by a proper appreciation and encour- 
agement of the working classes. 

' **Tlxe Devil amouB the Tai- 
lors" 

There is on old saying about rogues 
falling out, which may not bo altogether 
iuapplioablo to lliu orgrui of tho local 
Goverumt'ut. We obeerva that tho or- 
gan pablished on (ho l>an]»-!of the Fraier 



is castigating tho one published jin "tho 
mountains for its absurd jiud unpatriotic 
opposition to Mr. MaoKeiiizie'B railway 
policy . Why, says the ITerald, tho Senti- 
nel ahould havp chosen to j)ur8ue an er- 
ratic and unpatriotic course on the rail- 
way question, is a problem that has puz- 
zled a good many people. Now, it may 
possibly have puzzleel thu editor of tho 
Herald, iiUhongh it is tliflicult to bolieve 
that audi lias really lieon llio case; but 
wo ftro quite sure it cnnnot bavo "puzzled 
a good numy people." Tho Sintinel is 
well known to bo the pocket organ of Mr. 
Walkem, conducted undor constant ad 
visemont fro n; James Bay ; and its utter- 
ances have no more connection with nor 
re/erence to jiublio opinion than tho man 
in tho moon. Tho Sentinel haa thought 
proper to oppose tho Oanadian Paoigo 
Telegraph on the ground that it is pre- 
mature and would occasion a very largo 
expenditure, inobt of which will be with- 
in tliis Provinco. Now it must know that 
the principal part of this work is neither 
more nor leas than railway construotion, 
the clearing of a belt two, and in some 
parts three, obaina in width being in re- 
ality the clearing of the railway bid, as 
well as an opening for supplies to get in 
when the larger works shall bo in pro- 
gress. Having opposed this "premature" 
commencement of the Railway, we shall 
expect to llud it in opposi^ou to the rail- 
way itself, unless, indeed, the railway 
oau bo in some way made subservient to 
tho personal interests and political in- 
trigues of its master. And wo shall ex- 
pect to iiud tho orgiin in this oity cndon-*^ 
ing tho Sentinel's opposition to th'B 
Railway as it has endorsed its opportitmu 
to tho Telegraph. But both will bo 
built, novertlieloss. Tho obstructiouists 
may possibyl delay but thoy cannot pro- 
vent these groat works, or more properly 
parts of tho great work.

Bishop' of Columbia vs Dean Cridye. 

«•;• ■ Thdrsday, Oct. 22. 

A great number of our fullow-citizons 
flocked over Jiimos Buy to hour this ciiso. 
His Lordship tho Bishop was suDpoi tod 
by his Chaplain, Kav. F. B. Gnbbell; 
whilst the Deaa was supported by the 
Churchwardens of Christ Church. 

Tho case for the Bi.^hop was oondactcd 
by J. F. MoCfoiKh!., Q.C., iiistractoil by 
MosBrs. Drake & Jiicksoii and E. Harri- 
son; A. li. Robertjou, Q. G., iustruotod 
l>y Mr. Thoo. Davio, ucteil for the defouco. 

T^e Court eat at 12:30; His Lordship 
Chief Jnstioe Begbie ocoupying the bench . 

Mr. MoOreight applied for an adjourn- 
snefit for a few hours to consider an alQ- 
dftvlt just filed by the defenae. 

His Lordship considered there was no 
need of afiSdavits; ho understood that this 
■was an application on behalf of the Bish- 
op for an injunction to enforce tho 
Church discipline, and ho consiilerod 
that ttie case oaght to bo considered on 
the documentary evidence already in. 

Mr. MoCreiglit stated that ho wished 
to confer on this iillidiivit with .Tiidf;o O'- 
lieillv, ono of tlio Assessors at tho trial. 

Chief Juslico-What trial ? 

Mr. McCreiglit— Tlxo trial iu I'aiulora 
ttreatChurch. 

Cnlref ^Tnstice— Oh! I know nothing 
about that. 

After a little discussion His Lordship 
decided to go on wi"-,!! tho case. 

Mr. McGioight then opened the caao, 
quoting tho Bishop's Letters Patent and 
tho nDpointnient of Mr. Gridgo as Dean. 
Ho then quoted from Forsyth's opinions 
^the case of the Bishop of Tasmania) to 
show that it was competent for a Bishop 
to revoke tho license of clergymen in his 
diocfiso, if there wore snllicieLxt and just 
cause, after such cause for revocation liad 
boon th irou^dily provjn in a Court not 
uocesaarily a Court of Law. lie said 
thora.jW!li3.no,doubt ai to the validitv or 
inTSMitf of -• file Letters Patent. 'The 
Liconpo had been conferred on tho Dean 
by tlio Bishop, and he contended that a 
person who had power to grant bad also 
power to revoke a license. He thou point- 
ed oiit the nature of a license, showing 
that as it is a document by which an ac- 
tiote^hich, witliout tho license would be 
unlawiful, is made lawful. He then quot- 
ed autliority to show tiiat a license uuder 
seal was as revokablo as a license by 
parole. Tlio next point showed that it 
was unlawful l(U' a clorgyiuan to preach 
without a linonso. He understood from 
tho offidayit just tiled by tho defence that, 
from a certain interest granted to the 
Dean by tho tjlirist Cliurcli Trustees, tlio 
defence considered it wasoutof thepov/er 
of tho Bisiiop to revoko the Dean's li- 
cense. If that were so, it would be mak- 
ing a benoru:e a thing which does not ex- 
ist iu tho Province, and cannot without a 
npocial act passed by the Legislature. Ho 
then pointed out that when the Dean was 
appointed to olHco he possessed tho 
"Cure of Souls," and his being appoiiit- 
«d Dean did not deprive him of that 
"Cure of Souls." It was tliis which they 
now wished U) rovoke by tlie iiij unction 
applied for. 

Ha then read tlio aflidavit of tho Bishop 
which set ^6rth that clergymen are on 
oath'to obey their bishop, that Dean 
Cridgo took'his oath to obey tho Bishop; 
that toucliin:^' ciMiain complaints the Deau 
was sumuioiR'il L i appear bofore tho Bish- 
op in August I;i!it and answer cortaiii 
charges preferred against him ; tiiut his 
license was revoked, and that the Cluuoli- 
■wardens were informed that tho Bisluip 
would cara for the cure of souls at Christ 
Church after tho revocation of the license 
and that tlio Doan, backed by tho Church 
wardens, had inforniod the Bisiiop that 
not wishing to dispnto or offend against 
liis authority, tliey cousidcroil that the 
Letters Patent, not having any "ooiM-cive 
juftisdiotion,!' tlio Bishop liad no power to 
roToko thel3ean's'lie(;n30. A i;vi\\i ground 
of complaint was tliat the Ufan had since 
the revocation of his license gone on sol- 
emnizing marriages and preaoiiing. wiiero- 
ss he ought to have applied for ii iiiam/it- 
«(«.« to compel tlieBislioi) to cDiioludo the 
point at issue or rc-instato him. 

Here followed several letters which 
were by the Bishop to the Dean and n . • 
vcr.m. 

Ono of tlio principal causes for having 
applied to this Court was an article in 
Thk Colonist showing; that violeiii o \\ a i 
intended in case the Bishoii altcnipli'd to 
anforae his nower bv preaching at Christ 
OhWoh.-^ *"' 

His Lordship said lie could not make 
tho defendant rosixui iiblc for what ap- 
peared in the local journals

Ho considered that this was not a second 
trial for the same oirence, especially as the 
admonition was treated with contempt. 

The aflidavit of W. C. Ward was ne.tt 
read, proving .the handwriting of the 
Dean and his Churchwardens in tho let- 
ters; also, that ho was present with the 
Bishop at the time the Dean refused to 
show the_ register. 

\ Mr. MoOreight was then about to read 
other affidavits when bis Lordship aslied 
if tho defo'noa had any objection to tlu ni 
oil being taken as read, lie thnu.Jit r 
great deal would bo recal'ed wliicli liud

Chief .Tnatico— I have no doubt iu my 
mind as to tho ill(ig;ility of tho trial. Any 
trial held before any tribunal which is no 
tribunal is illegal. What Mr. I^ohertson 
would have to show would bo that tho 
sonteueo was excessive. Tho duty of tho 
Bishop was to have passed sentence of 
Husjjonsion on the Dean, and then to have 
applied to this Court to support him iu 
his authority, and not have tried to carry 
out his own sontcuco in the way in which 
ho had. 

Mr. MoOreight lhei\ commented on the 

aflidavit in question, and rebutted sovor- 
ul assertions as to tho Bishop boing 
Judge, witness, prosecutor and tho per- 
son who luul tho conferring of tlio posi- 
tion of Deau, in case of tho demise uf his 
oiSoe; aud then he pointed out that 
the Dean made no attempt whatever 
to deny any of tho charges against him. 
On tho public ground, thatit was not 
right for illegal marriages to bo soloinn- 
izod, and for tho sake of keeping up tho 
Clinrch in this Colou}', also, to put an 
end to disputes of this kind, ho thought 
it was well that tho law should bo made 
known and carried out as soon as pos- 
sible, and on this application was made 
for on injunotion^to carry out the suspen- 
sion of the Dean by the Bishop. 

Mr. Robertson then opened the case 
for defence. Ho proposed to treat " tho 
case in throe parts. 

1st. Failed to make out a prima facie 
case against defendant. 

2nd. Failed to show why he should 
restrain defendant. 

3rd. Great amount of inconvenience 
to defendant: and his congregation in 
case of application being granteil. 

lie pointed out that the applicants 
treated the matter as if tliero had boon u 
contract between tlio Bishop and the 
Dean, and if tho contract exist what is its 
natu'o? Is it of .^ucli a nature that it 
would admit of one of the parties to the 
contract sitting in judgment on-the con- 
tract, But if, as he contended, tho case 
stooil, tiio contract is merely ono between 
> . and B, in wliich A has tho right to 
visit B, and B refuses to bo visitod, un- 
less it is expressly stated in the contract 
that the contract is to bo unll and void iu 
such cases. A cannot break the contract; 
he can only take out a mcdulmnus from a 
Court of Equity. In tliis case he contend- 
ed that if tlio Dean refused to allow the 
Bishop to visit tho Bishop could not sus- 
pend tho contract by revoking his license; 
but ought to apply for u iiKindixmus. Tho 
Court admitted this, but contended that 
by such treotmont the Dean was also 
guilty of disobedience; as compulsory 
compliance with authoritj' was not obo- 
dienee. The contract, Mr. llobertson, 
said, was made here iu British Columbia, 
aud here the Scolesiasticol laws uf Eng- 
land do not apply; therefore that the con- 
tract was not such as is made by the cler- 
gymen and their bishops in England, and 
iu which the clergyman is liable to suspen- 
sion by tho Ijislio]),tliat as the laws eccle- 
siastical iu Enghuul are not in force here, 
it oan only by agreement between tho two 
parties tliat tlioy shall both bo governed 
by those laws, and iij case of such agree- 
lUQUt being broken that a Court of Equity 
alone could grout a mandamus te ooinpel 
tiie defendant to fulfil his part of the 
agreement, and then tho plaintilT iu".st 
come to tho Court of Etpiity with clean 
hands boforo ho can got tho inatahnniis 
granted. With regard to tho I'andiua 
Street Church Trial he tl;oi)gl(t that un- 
der tho Church Discipline Act tho Bish- 
op ought to have appointed a Committee 
of live who should report to him. 

The tMiief .Tnsfico said the Pandora 
t^tr'iet Church Trial was entirely illcg.il. 
The Bishop had no power or untliurity 
to hold su(di a Court. If he had boon a 
conticioiitious man ho liiiuself would have 
been the /oruiii and have said "I suspeud 
you," and then applied to this Court to 
have his sentence (tarried out. The ad- 
vantage in this cai:o was on tho sido of 
tho defendant, who canin lo Llonrt as a 
thoroughly conscientious man saying, 
kiiDii: I'm right." Tho conqdainant came 
to Court iu an unconscientious way say- 
ing, "i tiiitik I'm right; help me to carry 
out what I wish todo—- help me to enforce 
niy authority." 

The defence thougli tlio Bi.sliop .sat 
on the Pandora Street Trial with Assess- 
ors, contiuided that tho Bishop, alone 
was judging for tho Assessoi's, although 
there to assist the conscience of the Judge 
yet they could not bias tho opinion of tho 
.fudge on<! way or the other. They also 
Huljinitted that tlio tribunal was formed 
of persons M'lio were not inqiartial to the 
issue, tlie iludge beinu' prosecutor and al- 
so witness. Thi^y contended that thiu-e 
ought to have lioeu more of a legal ele- 
ment in the case. 

Tlui Chief Juslico said that tho 
trial .at Pandora striiot cliundi 
Wiis ill(\gal, and that tin; church disci- 
liline Act n.'ferrcd no more to tho ICpis- 
iai|)al cliui'cli in this colony than it did to 
tho Wesloyaii Methodist church. The 
allidairt of Dean Gridgo was then read, 
giving an account of tho trial, hia pro- 
test against the same and the purjioso of 
it. 

Hero, the defence put in a j)lea that tho 
defendant wr.3 not nllov;,! time fov his 
defence; or allowed to ,-.■) iiv.j .■ ;bc ob".r- 
p'^'' .".yuin^t lii;i/,an iiJjo;,ria.iic;ii, io.- ^ 
fo:.- ilnyd to giv3 him time to prepare him- 
s df not being granted. He (the Dean) 
wi-.li(id to show that lio considered tho 
bishop ipso facto exconununicaled ; for 
c;aions (1. ■!. and 12. Kio:!,) hold any 
porstjii or pcisons, who i:,ssnin" lo do any- 
Lhing contrary to thi- l-!ce le.-.iast iea! Laws 
of tho Chuicli of iMigland to bc> cx- 
OOinmai^icated ipsu/nr/o, and the cslaii- 
liahment of a S\nod, whereby lay per- 
sona >i nite tliciiisi-lvcs tog(.'tlier (o make 
new laws, rulcn and regulations for the 
governuiont of their eluiruh, is oapocially 
mentioned as a case in point, unless the 
Si/ nod is sanclioned by Act o/ Parlia- 
ment, I • 

The Chief Justice said that in tho case 
of the Bishop of Natal there was a Synod 
an1 there was no mention made of the 
Bi.^hop boing Ipso facto ezoommunioat- 
ed. 

The defence tlieii siibiiiilli>d (hat tlie 
ISishop came cmt bore undi'r the laws of 
t ie Church of England; but that 
he does not govern tho Church 
by tho laws of the church 
(jl England but by laws runi re/;nlntions 
made by the Synod. 

Before adjourning. Chief Justice ad- 
dressed a few words to both parties. Ho 
said that from Mr. Cridgo's words in liis 
letter of September '28th that liediil not 
inli'iid and never Inul intended to resist 
till' linrfiil tnilli(,}-ilii of the Lord JiisliO)), 
ho tliought that the ciuise of all this 
trouble' was gross misundorstaiidiug on

consultation the''Wh(>lq}niatter could bo 
quietly settled without any further pro- 
ceedings. 

Mr. MeCi eight, on tho part of com 
plainant.said that when tholott(U-iu (juos- 
tion was received they had tried to make 
a settlement by referring tlie matter, us to 
how far tho "i3i3hoi3'8 lawful authority 
did extend to this court iu a frieiidly way; 
but that no answer has been received 
after tho lap.so of a fortnight, and to pre- 
vent illegal marriages being solemuizod 
they had been obliged to apply for this 
injunction.

In tho ahsonco of fuller roturns, wo 
place before our readers tho following 
figures which may bo relied ouascorreot- 
ly indicating, as far as the^ go, this sea- 
son's operations of thevanous establish- 
ments to which they relate: The estab- 
lishment of Deaso & Co., on tho South 
Arm of tho Eraser, tias cured and put up 
7100 caseK, 100 barrels, of salmon and 2 tons 
of aniokod ool)ahaii3. Logio & Co.'s estab- 
lisliment, at New Westminster, has cared 
and put u)) 4,500 cases and about 700 bar- 
rels of salmon. The Vancouver Island 
Company, immediately opposite Now 
Westminster, has cured and put up 3,500 
cases and 100 barrels of salmon. From 
Cunningham (t Holbrook's establishment 
we have no returns. Tho throe estab- 
lishments would thus appear to have cur- 
ed and canned, this season, an oggregate 
of 15,400 cases which, at$8, the lowest 
compulation, repicsonta a cash raluo of 
?1l;:!,2"I). Add to this tho salmon in bar- 
is Is, worth, say, S(),50l), and the amount 
for salmon aluno luit u[) in these threo es- 
tablishments would be, in rou'ul num- 
bers, ono hundred and thirty thousand 
dollars, being some sixteen thousand dol- 
lars more tban.the entire export of tho 
product ot fisheries for the year ending 
30fli June Last. The figures may not seem 
very large; but they certainly show a 
good beginning and satisfactory progress 
in a branch of industry as yet only in its 
infancy.
